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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with John Lazarus on August 23, 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 44-82 are cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
individually or in combination, fails to disclose, teach or suggest the electric vehicle 
including a principal power unit that is not a battery, a power storage unit, a plurality of 
wheels, an electric motor coupled to at least one wheel, a drive controller coupled to the 
electric motor, a vehicle controller having an input and output terminal, the vehicle 
controller being coupled to the drive controller and a data bus network, and an AC bus 
assembly coupled to the principal power unit, the power storage unit, and the electric 
motor through the drive controller. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
